HE DESOLATION THAT CAN 
aE be spread by nature on a rant- 
page has been sadly exemplified by 
the recent storms in Europe. Yet the 
terrible destruction of the — floods 
pales into insignificance in the light 
of disclosures of the power of the 
hydrogen bomb 

Some new and striking descriptions 
have been revealed by Dr. I. M 
Levitt, director of Fels Planetariu 
in San Francisco. Basing his 
parisons on the explosion of a 
ton hydrogen bomb, he paints a pic- 
of death and destruction that 
taxes the imagination. This is natural 
force at its most terrible intensity 
yet a force that would be released 
by man in the event of a general war. 

For the first millionth of. a second 
the explosion, the small core of 
holocaust will have 
30,000 times that of e surface 
of the sun. This triggers the second 
flash, which will reach a heat of mil- 
lions of degrees in a cloud the size 
of a city block.

Developing B.C.’s Wealth 


lies THE OPINION OF SOME 

authorities, British Columbia at 
present_is merely flexing its muscles 
industrially; it“is only. warming up 
for the big. production job ahead 
That belief is based-on the. wealth of 
natural resources .still to be brought 
into use in this province. 

The tremendous developments-of 
the last few years and these in pros- 
pect support this point of view. 

Under these conditions the.sixth 
“annual British Coltimbia Natural Re- 
sources conference» which. opened 
here yesterday assumes increasing 
importance. The province unques-: 
tionably has vast natural wealth of 
many ty pes. It is the desire of the 
delegates to the conference to see 
that such wealth is used wisely, hat 
replaceable resources are protected 
in a manner to ensure replacement 
and that others which cannot be re- 
placed are used to the greatest ad- 
vantage of all the people. 

The conference, in a statement up 
for discussion at its meeting, sets 
forth the principle that there "is no 
private right to do public damage. In 
other words, no industry should be 
allowed to exploit resources without 
consideration for the interests of 
everyone or regard for the future 
needs: of the public. 

Delegates to the resources con- 
vention do not aim to block develop- 
ment. Far from it They do, how- 
ever, call for investigation of all fea- 


tures-of development to see that use 
of a particular resource does not un- 
duly damage other uses of the same 
or companion resources 

Obviously sueh a de- 
mands compromise, The tree that is 
cut for lumber, for instance, 
not remain Standing to add beauty 
to the stirrounding Proper 
use of the resource would determine 
whether the lumber or the scenery 
is..more_important,.not.-merely-on 
aesthetic grounds but’ on the basis of

In the 
discussions the experience recorded 
in recent and ancient history will be 
of value in indicating policies: The 
costliness of the early B.C. methods 
of lumbering may serve a& an.exam- 
ple. The practices by which-earlier 
civilizations permitted their land to 
grow barren may provide others. 

The suggestion has been advanced 
that a special board of review be 
created by statute to consider the 
use of resources in this province 
From it would come. advice on poli- 
cies to be followed in general devel- 
opment and exploitation of 
natural wealth.
